CLERK'S SALARY 
ORDINANCE GIVEN 

STUDY BY COUNCIL 


$75 Proposed As Pay At Start 
Of New Term—To Study 
License Ordinance 





First reading was given a pro- 
posed ordinance last night by the 
city council setting as $75 the 
salary of the city clerk. This fig- 
ure was agreed upon by the of- 
ficials as part-time pay for the 
clerk, effective with the start of 
the new four-year term early in 
April. 

This was only one of many mat- 
ters considered. 

The clerk is to maintain regu- 
lar hours in his office in the city 
hall, the council in a resolution 
later specifying those hours. All 
fees collected by him are to be 
turned over to the city treasurer. 

Since Sept. 21, a new state law 
has been in effect specifying that 
the county health officer for this 
district instead of the city clerk 
is the registrar of vital statistics, 
it was revealed by City Attorney 


_Edward E. Gray. This is a new 


law that had apparently never 
been put in effect by state offic- 
jials, Mr. Gray explained. It ap- 
plies to communities under 5,000 
population as of the 1930 cen- 
sus. Birth and death certificates 
issued by E. C. Mehl, former city 
clerk, since Sept. 21, therefore 
may not be legal. The county 
health officer will be advised of 


the situation and new certificates | 


may have to be issued by the 
proper authority, according to the 
attorney. 

Dr. T. T. Ackerson, Upland, is 
the county health officer for this 
district. It is, expected Upland’s 
population will be reported in the 
1940 census as over 5,000 and at 
that time the city clerk will again 
become the registrar of vital sta- 
tistics. 

FIRE DISTRICT SUGGESTED 

Formation of a fire protection 
district in the unincorporated area 
served on occasion by the Upland 
fire department was suggested to 
the councilmen by Mr. Gray as 
the only feasible legal arrange- 
ment whereby the Upland depart- 
ment can continue to serve these 
areas. Such a district can then 
make a contract with the city for 
fire protection, he pointed out. 
Under such an arrangement, the 
city will be protected in case any 
of the firemen become _ injured 
while on duty, it was explained. 

Such a district should mean 
very little, if any, expense, and 
the leadership in formation 
such a district should be taken by 
people in the 
areas, Mr. Gray suggested.

For one-half of the synthetic 
agricultura) fertilizer used in 
California citrus groves in the 
past has been imported from Ger- 
many and Norway, estimates one 
Upland fertilizer agent. 

What will happen since war 
makes the shipping of these for- 
eign-made fertilizers impossible ? 

Will domestic manufacturers 
accept the challenge and develop 
an industry to supply the de- 
mand ? 

Cheap electric power is an es- 
sential for the manufacture of 
some of these products, it is said. 
In Canada where a certain sup- 
ply of sulphate of ammonia was 
once available, a variation of this 
product is being used for the man- 
ufacture of munitions. 

The largest domestic manufac- 
turer of synthetic fertilizer is 
DuPont, one dealer _ said. De- 
spite a tripling in production of 
the DuPont plants, the demand 
for the fertilizer is far from sat- 
isfied. 

Because of shipping difficulties, 
it is impossible for the neutral 
Scandinavian countries to con- 
tinue shipments, it is stated. One 
Norwegian cargo of fertilizer ar- 
riving in San Pedro some time 
was delayed for weeks be- 
cause of the war-infested Atlantic 
and shipping rates were increas- 
ed $10 a ton because of the de- 
lay.
